Selectmen send terse letter 
in regard to issue with Olin

WILMINGTON — At the 
most recent Board of Sel- 
ectmen meeting, Town Man- 
ager Jeffrey Hull provided a 
brief update in regards to 
Olin in the form of a letter 
from him, on behalf of the 
board and the residents, to 
James DiLorenzo of the 
Environmental Protection 

Agency (EPA). 

' One of the larger points 
made in the letter is that the 
town- does not agree with 
Olin’s rejection to being re- 
quired to address the dense 
aqueous phase liquid (DAPL) 


and that the EPA should con- 
tinue to impose that require- 
ment on Olin. 

“For Olin to suggest that 
the DAPL is not a ‘principal 
threat waste’ is simply in- 
credulous. The EPA defini- 
tion which they site in their 
letter notes in part ‘those 
source materials considered 
to be highly toxic or highly 
mobile that generally cannot 
be reliably contained or 
would present a significant 
risk to human health or the 
environment should expo- 
sure occur” This definition 
indicates that any one of the 
conditions is grounds for 
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DPW planning water main, 
street paving, pedestrian 
safety projects for summer

WILMINGTON — The De- 
partment of Public Works, 
commonly referred to as 
DPW, is planning water 
main projects, street pa- 
vings, pedestrian safety 
improvements, as well as 
other town projects for this 
summer. 

Wilmington Public Work 
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The Town Crier 
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Director Michael J. Woods 
said the largest endeavor 
will be the water main proj- 
ect on Interstate 93, which 
will stretch from Ballard- 
vale Street to Salem Street. 

“(The project] is far larger 
and more complex,” Woods 
said. “It will be weeks, if not 
months long.” 

In addition to I-93, there 
will be a water main project 
on Middlesex Avenue from 
Glen Road to Federal Street. 

Residents should expect 
traffic, detours, and road 
closures from both projects, 
but Woods said a lot of the I- 
93 project will be done at 
night, lessening the intru- 
siveness. 

Additionally, several 
streets and sidewalks will 
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award from Senator 
Bruce Tarr.

School Comm. approves pilot 
program for walking school bus

WILMINGTON — The 
School Committee unani- 


mously approved a pilot. 


for a walking school bus 
program to take place in 
June for the Woburn Street 
School after hearing a 
presentation from Woburn 
Street School Physical 
Education teacher Laura 
Stinson and Officer Brian 
Moon. 

Starting in the fall of 
2015, the Woburn Street 
School has been working 
on wellness for students 
and staff, and throughout 
last year’s school year and 
into this year, conversa- 
tions have been had about 
the potential of offering a 
walking school bus pro- 
gram. 

“With that, I had invited 


Officer Moon to come to . 


one of our wellness team 
meetings, which we had at 
the end of February, and at 
which time he was gra- 
cious enough to say ‘yes, 
this sounds like a really 
great idea!’” said Stinson. 

They contacted Massa- 
chusetts Safe Routes to 


- School, and met with Tim 


Pettus who came to the 
Woburn Street School for a 
40 minute long meeting in 
which he spoke of ways to 
look at doing a walking 
school bus program. 

“For those of us who are 
not quite familiar with it, a 
walking school bus is sim- 
ply that the children, in- 
stead of taking the actual 
school bus, will walk from 
their bus stop. In some 
instances we kind of col- 
lect children as we come to 
school, but for this particu- 
lar endeavor, Officer Moon 
and I thought it would be 
much more beneficial for 
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us to pick a specific route, 
a meeting place, and then 
begin our walk from there 
to the Woburn Street 
School,” explained Stinson. 

“Being a part of the 
Wellness Advisory Council, 
which I absolutely loved 
this year, I love, love, the 
idea. A quick question 
though, is, are parents 
going to be dropping kids 
off at the start site? How is 
that going to happen?” 
asked School Committee 
member MJ Byrnes. 

“We thought we’d pick a 
bus that normally drops off 
at the North School first, so 
those kids would get off 
and whomever does not 
want to participate would 
be removed and put on a 
bus that’s going to the 
school. The particular bus 
that we choose would pull 
out of the North, proceed to 
the designated drop off 
spot on Marcia Road, and 


then we would get the oe

WILMINGTON — On 
Thursday, school parents 
received an email from 
interim superintendent Paul 
Ruggiero after he received 
an inquiry from a media 
outlet alleging an internal 
investigation into a Town of 
Wilmington employee. 


Ruggiero wrote, “Our re- 
sponse to this inquiry is 
that we cannot confirm or 
deny any information that 
was requested because the 
town and schools are pro- 
hibited per state law from 
disclosing information re- 
lated to personnel matters. 
Please be assured, however, 
that the town and Wilming- 
ton Public Schools take 
very seriously the safety of 
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our students and take all 
necessary steps with their 
safety in mind.” 

In response to parental 
feedback, a statement was 
issued from Ruggiero, School 
Committee Chairman Steve 
Bjork, Town Manager Jeff- 
rey Hull, and Board of Sel- 
ectmen Chair Michael Cham- 
poux on Friday morning. 

“(Last week), the school 
system released a state- 
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ment regarding a media 
inquiry. We realize that the 
information we provided to 
you resulted in many ques- 
tions, and even to wild spec: 
ulation. We apologize for 
any anxiety you’ve experi- 
enced, and we would like to 
make an attempt to offer 
you some level of comfort,” 
the letter began. 
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Wilmington Veritiv 
warehouse closing

WILMINGTON —Distri- 
bution company Veritiv is 
permanently closing its Wil- 
mington warehouse on May 
20. This location is one of 170 
operating warehouses across 
the U.S., which leaves their 
next closest site in South- 
borough, Mass. 

According to their website, 
Veritiv is one of the nation’s 
largest distributing compa- 
nies. 

“We’re in packaging, print 
and paper, publishing, facili- 
ties solution and logistics,” 
said Kevin Feeney, who han- 
dles all of Veritiv’s media 
eontact from their headquar- 
ters in Atlanta. 

They currently employ 
8,700 workers and serve a 
variety of markets from 
manufacturing to college 
and healthcare facilities to 
retail. 

As of last year, Veritiv has 
made $8.3 billion in net sales. 

“We’re a Fortune 500° com- 
pany,” Feeney added. 

This means that they’re 
one of the largest U.S. corpo- 
rations by total revenue—in 
fact, number 323 out of 500. 

What’s behind the decision 
to close the Wilmington ware- 
house is not a lack of revenue 
but a desire for better suiting 
the needs of the company 


and the consumer. 

“This was a strategic deci- 
sion related to our opera- 
tions strategy,” he contin- 
ued. “We’ve reviewed a lot of 
factors, and looked at our 
entire distribution and net- 
work system across North 
America.” 

In reviewing their best way 
to provide what he calls 
best-in-class-service, Feeney 
explained that Veritiv found 
a new location in place of 
the Wilmington warehouse. 

“We’ve decided to open a 
new Veritiv New England in 
Enfield, Connecticut. This 
will meet all both our cus- 
tomers’ and Veritiv’s needs 
in the New England market 
area,” he noted. 

Feeney includes that Veritiv 
informed employees about 
the closing several months 
ago so that plans could be 
made accordingly. 

“About 45 employees were 
impacted by this decision.” 

Veritiv is next looking for a 
new location for an office in 
the greater Boston area. 

“There will be 45 jobs in 
sales, administrative servic- 
es, IT, and human resources,” 
Feeney said. “We’re looking 
for the space but we’re not 
sure where that will be yet.” 

The office will be another 
part in their strategy for 
offering the best distribution 
services possible.

IRS LAUNCHES 
NEW ONLINE 
TOOL TO ASSIST 


| TAXPAYERS 
WITH BASIC ACCOUNT INFORMATION 


The Internal Revenue Service has announced the launch of 
an online application that will assist taxpayers with straight- 
forward balance inquiries in a safe, easy and convenient way. 

This new and secure tool, available on IRS.gov, allows 
taxpayers to view their IRS account balance, which will 
include the amount they owe for tax, penalties and interest. 
Taxpayers may also continue to take advantage of the various 
online payment options available by accessing any of the 
payment features including: direct pay, pay by card and 


Online Payment Agreement. 


Before accessing the tool, taxpayers must authenticate 
their identities through the rigorous Secure Access process. 
This is a two-step authentication process, which means 
returning users must have their credentials (username and 
password) plus a security code sent as a text to their mobile 


phones. 


Taxpayers who have registered using Secure Access for Get 
Transcript Online or Get an IP PIN may use their same user- 
name and password. To register for the first time, taxpayers 
must have an email address, a text-enabled mobile phone in 
the user’s name and specific financial information, such as 
a credit card number or specific loan numbers. Taxpayers 
may review the Secure Access process prior to starting reg- 


istration. 


As part of the security process to authenticate taxpayers, 
the IRS will send verification, activation or security codes 
via email and text. The IRS warns taxpayers that it will not 
initiate contact via text or email asking for log-in information 
or personal data. The IRS texts and emails will only contain 


one-time codes.

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Fred Cain’s work still benefits Wilmington‘

af you were to ride around 
Wilmington, probably the 
only? place you’d see the 
name Fred F. Cain would be 
‘on the busy Route 129 bridge. 
In a more quiet setting, you 
‘would find a memorial to 
him in Rotary Park, which 
he founded. 
* For decades his name had 
been: prominently displayed 
‘on the front of his Chrysler- 
Plyniouth dealership. The 
dealérship has long been 
closed and his name is no 
longer seen on Main Street. 

. Bute while his name is miss- 
ing, his work is everywhere. 

* After decades of selling 
cars ‘and building a dealer- 
‘ship, Fred Cain was elected 
‘state: representative in 1964. 
it was the first time in 32 
years that Wilmington had its 
‘own representative in the 
State House. He was re-elect- 
ed six times and held that 
position until his death 40 
years ago today, May 17, 1977. 
' Long before he was in the 
State House, Cain advocated 
for a four-lane, four exit ap- 
proach on Route 93. Highway 
engineers would not put exits 
on an interstate closer than 


A In one of his more outrageous campaign efforts, Fred

two miles apart. Cain lobbied 
for four, and won. While the 
engineers would not have 
built a fourth lane north of 
Route 128, he succeeded in 
having the fourth the lane ex- 
tended through Wilmington. 
It ends as the highway leaves 
town, north of Route 125. 

The upshot of that highway 
access was a strong indus- 
trial boom in Wilmington. 
The exits at Concord Street 
and Route 125 led to the con- 
struction of industrial parks 
that are still paying a large

share of the town’s taxes 
today. That tax base has 
been a very solid financial 
footing for the town. 

Cain put his dynamic per- 
sonality to work on getting 
things done for Wilmington. 
One critical area was the 
many railroad bridges in 
town. People today are fa- 
miliar with the old bridge on 
Butters Row. 50 years ago, 
there were seven such brid- 
ges in town. Ownership of the 
bridges still resided with the 
Boston and Maine Railroad, 


which was in bankruptcy. It 
took a major effort to have 
the state assume ownership. 

The Nichols Street bridge 
was in such bad condition 
that school buses could not 
cross it. Children on Nichols 
Street and Fairmeadow Road 
had to walk across the bridge 
to get the bus. Cain was able 
to have the state build a new 
bridge. 

The Shawsheen Avenue 
bridge was not much better. 
It had been repeatedly bro- 
ken by overloaded gravel 
trucks and too-tall trains, 
and was barely wide enough 
for two cars to pass. In addi- 
tion to its being rickety and 
narrow, it had a short, steep 
approach from Main Street. 

Cain proposed a new bridge 
that would tie into a road 
that would by-pass Wilming- 
ton Square. The bridge was 
built in 1974, and it is named 
for Cain. The road, however, 
was never built, due to envi- 
ronmental problems. 

Another problem he tack- 
led was undersized house- 
lots. Wilmington had a great 
many 50-foot lots. Builders 
would squeeze a house onto 
a lot with barely enough 
room for a driveway and a 


septic system. Repeated 
attempts to stop this failed, 
due to the homebuilders’ 
power in the State House. 
After Cain finally succeeded 
at passing legislation to cor- 
rect this, there was a party 
at Planning Board member 
Madelyn McKie’s house, and 
Cain was thrown into the 
swimming pool. 

Cain became the backbone 
of the Wilmington Demo- 
cratic Town Committee in 
an era when the Democrats 
were the only party, so to 
speak, in Massachusetts. 
For many years, Cain’s ga- 
rage was the setting for the 
annual Democratic cookout, 
drawing pols from far and 
wide. He was named Mid- 
dlesex County Democratic 
Man of the Year. 

In the State House, he land- 
ed a seat on the powerful 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. He chaired the Joint 
Committee on Election Laws 
and the Joint Committee on 
Local Affairs. He was clerk 
of the Legislative Committee 
on Counties, and vice-chair 
of the House Committee on 
Public Welfare. 

Locally, he was the charter 
president of the Wilmington 


Rotary Club, and a founder 
of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. He was the founder 
and chairman of the Com- 
mercial Bank and Trust Co: 

Cain’s automotive business 
was awarded the Saturday 
Evening Post Ben Franklin 
Quality Dealer Award’ for 
Community Service, and the 
Time Magazine Quality 
Dealer Award for Outstan- 
ding Service to his Cominu: 
nity. 

Cain could often be found 
in his office at the garage, 
typing his own letters. Bill 
Fay, who later became st- 
perintendent of schools, 
worked at Cain’s when’ He 
was first out of high schoo! 
in the late 1950s. One Sat- 
urday, he went in to work’ on 
his own car. There Was 
another car in the lift posit 
tion he wanted to use, so*he 
got in and moved it. only. 
that car was in the garage 
because it had no brakes. Tt 
smashed into a cigarette 
machine and put it right 
through a wall, into ‘Big 
Fred’s office. Fay ran into 
the office, and there was 
Fred on the floor with ‘his 
typewriter in his lap, laygh- 
ing at what had happened.

| The ‘AG’s Office has priori- 
tized addressing wage theft 
in thei construction industry.

{Under the Massachusetts

RONAN JARVIS 

The AG’s Office issued three 
citations totaling $325,053 in 
restitution and penalties 
against Ronan Jarvis for 
Failure to Pay the Prevailing 
Wage, Failure to Submit True 
and Accurate Weekly. Certi- 
fied Payroll Records to the 
Awarding Authorities, and 
Failure to Furnish. True and 
Accurate Certified Payroll 
Records to the AG’s Office. 

Jarvis did business under 
the name MC Starr Compan- 
ies, a general construction 
company located in Milton, 
during the time of the AG’s 
investigation. The AG’s Fair 
Labor Division began an 
investigation after receiving 
complaints from several for- 
mer employees who per- 
formed work on two public 
projects for Jarvis — West 
Bridgewater’s construction 
of a new middle/senior high 
school and the Massachu- 
setts Port Authority’s Cruise 
Terminal Interim Expansion. 

The investigation revealed 
that Jarvis failed to pay the 
prevailing wage to 22 em- 
ployees by misclassifying 
workers. This resulted in the 
employees being paid a 
lower hourly rate. Jarvis 
also failed to pay his employ- 
ees any wages for the major- 
ity of the weeks they worked. 

The AG’s investigation also 


a hl a on 
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determined that Jarvis did 
not submit true and accurate 
certified payroll records to 
the awarding authority on a 
weekly basis, as required by 
law. These records must con- 
tain the employees’ identi- 
ties, their hourly rates of 
pay, the job classifications of 
the work performed, and 
information about deduc- 
tions taken from their pay. 


DANCO MANAGEMENT/ 
DANIEL TREMBLAY 

The AG’s Office issued four 
citations totaling $293,812 in 
restitution and _ penalties 
against DANCO Manage- 
ment, Inc. and owner Daniel 
Tremblay for Failure to Pay 
the Prevailing Wage, Failure 
to Make Timely Payment of 
Wages, Failure to Submit 
True and Accurate Certified 
Payroll Records and Failure 
to Keep True and Accurate 
Payroll Records. 

DANCO is a Peabody gen- 
eral construction company 
owned by Tremblay special- 
izing in rough and finished 
carpentry work. The AG’s 
Fair Labor Division began 
an investigation after re- 
ceiving a complaint from an 
employee who claimed he 
was paid below the prevail- 
ing wage for work he per- 
formed for DANCO on a pub- 
lic works project. 

The AG’s investigation re- 
vealed that DANCO per- 
formed work on ten public 
works projects between May 
2014 and June 2015 in four 
Massachusetts counties. The 
contract amounts for these 


projects exceeded $2 million. 
Those projects included 
work for the following public 
entities: 

¢ Salem Fire Station 

¢ Waltham Bright School 

e Wakefield Housing 

e North Chelmsford Water 

¢ Tewksbury Housing 

e Chelsea Soldiers Home 

¢ MetroWest Transit 
Authority 

e Salisbury Library 

e Reading Library 

e Salem Housing Authority 

The AG’s investigation 
found that DANCO and 
Tremblay failed to pay 14 em- 
ployees the proper prevailing 
wage rate for carpentry work 
performed. Tremblay also 
deducted money from em- 
ployees’ hourly prevailing 
wage rates for fringe benefits 
(i.e. health & welfare and 
pension contributions) that 
were not provided to the 
employees. 

The prevailing wage rate 
includes both a cash wage 
component and credits for 
employer payments to bona 
fide health and welfare, pen- 
sion, and supplemental un- 
employment benefit plans. If 
an employer does not pro- 
vide any of these fringe ben- 
efits, then the total prevail- 
ing wage rate must be paid 
as a cash wage. 

The investigation revealed 
that employees were not 
paid in full in a timely man- 
ner, which by law is no later 
than six days from the end of 
the pay period in which the 
wages were earned. DANCO 
and Tremblay also did not 
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List at

The AG’s Office issued five 
citations totaling $62,359 in 
restitution and_ penalties 
against R&A Drywall and 
owner Allen S. Vitale for 
Failure to Pay the Prevailing 
Wage, Failure to Pay the 
Prevailing Wage (subse- 
quent offense), Intentional 
Failure to Pay Overtime, 
Failure to Pay Overtime and 
Failure to Submit True and 
Accurate Weekly Certified 
Payroll Records to the 
Awarding Authority. 

R&A Drywall was a Law- 
rence company that was in- 
voluntarily dissolved in June 
2016. The AG’s Office previ- 
ously cited Vitale and R&A 
in 2014 for failing to pay the 
prevailing wage on projects 
for the city of Quincy and 
the Division of Capital Asset 
Management. 

The AG’s Office began the 
most recent investigation to 
ensure R&A was complying 
with the law on its current 
project in Quincy. Shortly 
thereafter, the AG’s Office 
discovered an additional ac- 
tive project in Lexington. 
The investigation revealed 
that R&A and Vitale consis- 
tently paid less than the pre-

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vailing wage rate at the two 
projects by misclassifying 
employees. 

The investigation also found 
that R&A and Vitale failed to 
properly compensate its em- 
ployees who worked over forty 
hours in a given week. The 
state’s overtime law requires 
employers to pay qualifying 
employees time and one half 
their regular rate of pay for 
all hours worked over 40 in a 
work week. 

R&A and Vitale also did not 
submit true and accurate 
certified payroll records to 
the awarding authority in the 
Quincy project on a weekly 
basis, as required by law. 

This matter and the Jarvis 
matter are being handled by 
Assistant Attorney General 
Erik Bennett and Investiga- 
tor Tom Lam, both of AG 
Healey’s Fair Labor Divi- 
sion. The DANCO case is 
being handled by Assistant 
Attorney General Barbara 
Dillon DeSouza and Inspec- 
tor Brian Davies, both of 
Attorney General Eee 
Fair Labor Division.

ndianapolis may not be 
the first place you’d 
think of to take a trip, 
but this hopping city is 
worth a stopover on any 
excursion that takes you to the 
heartland of America. 

Whether known for the iconic 
Indianapolis 500 car race, or 
for the football rival India- 
napolis Colts or basketball’s 
Indiana Pacers, this planned, 
walkable metropolis is the sec- 
ond most populated city in the 
Midwest, according to the US 
Census. 

Home to the largest one-day 
sporting event in the world, 
the Indianapolis Motor Speed- 
way hosts 350,000 spectators 
for the Indianapolis 500. The 
Brickyard, as it is called, is 
open all year for tours of the 
track and its museum. Fans 
can see the cars from such 
icons in racing such as AJ 
Foyt, Al Unser, Bobby Unser, 
Emerson Fitipaldi, Jeff Gor- 
don, Rick Mears and more. 


The sheer scale of the track 
and viewing stands will take 
your breath away, and you can 
almost hear the screaming 
engines as your tour bus 
drives you slowly around the 
track. Do you remember 
watching the races on Wide 
World of Sports? 

Downtown Indy is also home 
to the Indianapolis Colts. Lu- 
cas Oil Stadium offers tours 
and is an incredible piece of 
architecture. The roof opens 
and the wall panels- 50 tons a 
piece- on one end of the build- 
ing open on railroad tracks, 
providing an outdoor stadium 
experience as long as the 
weather is agreeable. 

See the locker room the Pa- 
triot’s used during the 2012 
Superbowl, walk up to the 
press box, see the instant 
replay room, and walk out on 
the turf. Learning about stadi- 
um life and fan management 
is fascinating. 

Around the corner is Sha- 
piro’s Delicatessen, reported 
to be the best deli outside of 
Manhattan. Whether you favor 
a Reuben or a Rachel, Sha- 
piro’s won’t disappoint. 

The layout of Indianapolis is 
a hub and spoke configuration 
making it quite easy to get 
around. The obvious planning 
allowed for wide streets and 
limited congestion. The lar- 
gest Marriott Hotel in the 
world sits right in the down- 


town, a gleaming structure of 
glass and 1,005 rooms. 

A welcoming city center has 
a minor league ball park, art 
and science museums, and 4 
waterfront greenway on the 
White River all within easy 
walking distance, elegantly 
landscaped and dotted with 
sculptures and public foun- 
tains, including the impressive 
Soldiers and Sailors moriu- 
ment. 

Culturally, Indianapolis ‘is 
quite rich, hosting several! 
iconic artworks, such as the 
giant LOVE sculpture by Ro- 
bert Indiana at the Indiana- 
polis Museum of Art, a fine 
zoo, world class children’s 
museum, and a sprawling in- 
door city market. 

The. city’s renowned Hitel- 
jorg museum of Indians and 
Western Art is a treasure trove 
of western and Native Ameri- 
can art and artifacts.

deeming the materials ‘prin- 
cipal threat waste’ The fact 
that the DAPL contains high 
concentrations of NDMA in 
and of itself should be serious 
grounds for concern and 
meet the definition. The 
town’s loss of the use of five 
of its drinking water wells is 
directly attributed to poten- 
tial exposure to NDMA,” 
reads the letter. 

Also noted in the letter is 
one of the long term goals of 
the whole remediation is to 
return the Maple Meadow 
Brook aquifer to as close as 
possible to its original state. 

The letter states, “The town 
continues to believe that one 
of the long term goals of the 
site remediation effort must 
be the restoration of the 
Maple Meadow Brook aqui- 
fer. This aquifer is a valu- 
able resource that has been 
part of the town since its 
incorporation in 1730. That 
aquifer has been relied upon 
to provide potable water for 
residents and businesses 
until relatively recently. The 
town’s expectation is that 


EPA will require Olin to fake 
all necessary steps to ad- 
dress the contaminants that 
are impacting the Maple 
Meadow Brook aquifer so 
that the aquifer can be a 
valuable resource for future 
generations of Wilmington 
residents.” 

It is also stated that the 
town finds it insulting of Olin 
to suggest that the EPA’s cri- 
teria for interim action have 
not been met because resi- 
dents with private wells in 
the impacted area are being 
given bottled water. ;

A Wild Week on the Diamond for the Wildcats

WILMINGTON - After 
playing one of their worst 
games of the season the day 
before in a road loss to non- 
league rival Everett, the 
Wilmington High School 
Softball team needed bounce 
back quickly when they 
squared off with Middlesex 
League rival Wakefield on 
Friday night at Aprile Field.

tournament with a_ .500 
record.

With every win this season, 
the Wilmington High Girls

record, and on Monday
